CONSENT MOTION TO CONTINUE STATUS HEARING 

The United States of America by and through its attorney, the United States Attorney for the 
District of Columbia, respectfully requests that the status hearing, currently set for June 14, 2006, 
be vacated and that a new status hearing be set for September 22 or 29, 2006, or for such other date 
thereafter convenient to the court. In support of this motion, the government states as follows: 

1. On February 16, 2006, defendant Wise entered a guilty plea which included as a 
condition his continued cooperation with the government. As a result of the expected cooperation, 
the Court granted the government's motion to place this matter under seal and set a further status 
hearing for June 14, 2006. 

2. Defendant Wise continues to cooperate with the government, and the investigations 
in which he is cooperating are progressing. Indeed, the government currently is actively negotiating 
dispositions with two potential defendants and expects in the next three months to be in a position 
to bring charges against three additional suspects. Defendant Wise's continued cooperation will be 
needed throughout this period, and accordingly, the government proposes that the currently set status 
hearing be vacated and that a new status hearing be set for September 22 or 29, 2006, or some other 
date thereafter convenient to the Court. 

3. Counsel for the government has discussed this motion with counsel for Defendant 
Wise, who fully supports this motion. Defense Counsel expects to be in a lengthy jury trial before 
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Judge Lamberth in September, however, and respectfully requests that the status hearing in this case 
be convened on a Friday. 

WHEREFORE, it is respectflilly requested that this motion be granted.
